Kireann, comprising 641 Registrais’ Districts, 14,618 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 19-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 12,568 Deaths, atiording 
an annual rate of 17-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1928, 
viz., 2,948,000 persons.

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2 | Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 21-0 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 17-4 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 19-9 per 1,000. 


In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent . 
to an annual rate of 17-1 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 14-1 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 15-9 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Hireann during the fourth quarter 
of 1927, was 3,092, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-1 above that for the corresponding guarter of 1926, 
and 0-1 below the average “for the fourth quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 2,857 (or 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 235 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 3-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population | 
other than Roman Catholics. The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-1 
below, and that relating to all other denominations is 0-4 below, the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years 1917-26. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (14,618) during the quarter ended 3lst March last, 
7,551 were boys and 7,067 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 19-8 _ 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-6 below the average for the 
first quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-3 below that for the first quarter of 1927. 


DEATHS. 


‘The Deaths registered during the quaiter numbered 12,568, of which 6,196 were 
of males and 6,372 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 17-1 per 1,000 
of the population, being 0:9 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 1-0 below the rate for the first quarte1 of the year 1927.

AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 12,568 deaths registered during the quarter, 1,194, or 9-5 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 5,751, or 45-8 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. ‘The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
82 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 67, 56, and 69, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 


INQUESTS. 


There were 239 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 53 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 12,568 deaths registered, 2,981, or 23:7 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED: DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 3,142, or 25-0 per cent., of 
the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during “the quarter ended 3lst March last was 7,559. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


‘Table II, page 11, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Hireann, was 23-2 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the re- 
mainder of Saorstat Hireann was 18-4 per 1,000. | 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 18-3 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 16-5 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases * recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 1-5 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
FHireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL [OWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and ten of the principal 
urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 18-7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
_ rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to 
the highest : Tralee, 14:4; Kilkenny, 15-5; Sligo, 16-1; Wexford, 16-2; Waterford, 
16-8; Galway, 17-7; Cork, 17-9; Dublin Registration Area, 18-9; Drogheda, 
19-5; Dundalk, 19-7; and Limerick, 21-6. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths irom the principal epidemic diseases * 
in the 11 districts was 1-8 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Sligo to 2-9 in Dundalk, the 69 deaths from all causes for that district including 


4 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1.48 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-52 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-66 per 1,000), and for the.remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1-43. 


DUBIIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Brrtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dun Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March, 1928, was 2.864—1,457 boys and 1,407 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 27-1 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,188, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-5 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 476, equal to an annual rate of 18-3 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 200 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,664, affording 
an! annual rate of 25:2 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,991, and were equiva- 
lent to an annual rate of 18-9 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 21:5.* ‘The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 31st 
March was 2,191—1,051 males and 1,140 females—affording an annual ratio of 20-8 
in every 1,000 of the population, as compared with 23-3 per 1,000 for the first quarter 
of the ten years, 1918-1927. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 2,188, equivalent 
to a rate of 19-8 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 414, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 15-9 in every 1,000. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 3lst

Acrs.—Of the 1,991 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 602 were under five years of age, including 318 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 119 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 55-4 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-4 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 14-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-9 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 29-8 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 68-5, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 159-7 per 1,000. ‘The deaths of 12 persons (4 males and 8 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstrruTions.—Of the 1,991 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 851, or 42-7 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 611 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 201 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 39 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 3lst March, 1928, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-7 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 22-4 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 17-5 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 14-4 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 18-5 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 16-1 per 1,000. 





METEOROLOGY. 


‘The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 3lst March, 1928, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 42-7°; and at Peamount Sanatorium it was 40°8°; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 45-8° ; at Greenwich 43-6° ; at Glasgow, 40-8°; and at 
Edinburgh, 40-1°. 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
3-0; at Peamount 2°6; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-8; at Greenwich, 2:5; at 
Glasgow, 1:5; and at Edinburgh, 2-2. 

The rainfall at Dublin measured 9-33 inches; at Peamount 9°98 inches; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point), 13-86 inches ; at Greenwich, it was 5-88 inches; at Glasgow, 
13-43 inches; and at Edinburgh, 8-96 inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JANUARY. 


January, 1928, was a month of mild, stormy, and unsettled weather, an out- 
standing feature being its persistent and marked wetness. Rainfall totals were 
above the normal except in the Dublin area, where locally totals were about or 
below the normal. The persistent wetness of the month was reflected in the abnormal 
number of days yielding precipitation of measurable amount, which in most places 
exceeded 25; at Foynes, Killarney, and Cahirciveen rain fell on every day of the 
month. There were, however, frequent fine intervals during which good sunshine 
records were obtained, and as a result monthly aggregates of sunshine were above 
the normal. Strong winds and gales occurred frequently, notably around the 5th, 
the 10th, and the 25th. Frost in the screen, which was generally slight, occurred 
at night during the fine intervals. ‘There were many occurrences of ground frost. 


FEBRUARY. 


Very unsettled, stormy weather, with frequent rain, was experienced generally 
until the 17th. Cold, squally weather, with showers of hail and sleet, prevailed 
during the first three days, but on the 4th warm air from southerly latitudes spread 
over the British Isles generally and temperature rose rapidly in consequence; at 
Dublin the maximum temperature on the 4th was 11°F. higher than on the previous 
day. From the 4th until the 17th the weather was unsettled with changeable tem-

perature and strong winds, which frequently attained gale force, notably about 
the 7th and the 10th; at Dunfanaghy (Donegal) on the 6th the wind attained a 
velocity in a gust of 91 m.p.h., while at Cahirciveen, on the afternoon of the 10th, 
a velocity of 83 m.p.h. in a gust was reached. Conditions improved on the 17th, and 
the weather became mainly quiet and dry with frost at night. ‘These conditions 
continued until the 28th, when there was a renewal of the unsettled wet weather. 
The mean temperature for the month was above the normal in all districts. Un- 
usually mild nights occurred between the 4th and lith. The coldest nights occurred 
generally at the beginning of the month and about the 22nd. The highest tempera- 
tures were recorded in most districts on the 15th. Precipitation was below the normal 
in some south-eastern, southern, and western distiicts, but in general there was a 
well-marked excess. Sunshine aggregates vaiied somewhat, but in general were 
above the normal in the south-east and east and below the normal elsewhere. 


MARCH. 

Mainly fine quiet weather with day temperatures in the neighbourhood of 
50°F. prevailed during the first few days of the month (9-5 hrs. sunshine at Cahir- 
civeen on the 2nd) but in inland districts much fog was experienced during the period 
3rd to the 6th. By the 7th temperature had fallen appreciably as cold easterly 
winds spread over the country, and from the 8th to the 13th there was experienced 
generally a spell of wintry weather with precipitation in the form of snow, sleet, 
or hail; from the 10th to the 13th day temperatures were below 40°F. in central 
and eastern districts, with frost in the screen and on the ground at night. A change 
to southerly winds and relatively mild unsettled conditions began on the 14th, and 
from the 16th to the 21st there was much rain, while maximum temperatures on 
the 16th, 17th, and 18th reached or exceeded 55°F. in many districts. Strong winds, 
reaching gale force locally in exposed places, occurred on the 19th. From about 
the 24th to the end of the month mild unsettled weather with westerly winds and 
frequent precipitation prevailed. Bright periods were experienced, however, notably 
on the 25th, 28th, and 3lst, when good sunshine records were obtained in many 
districts. Monthly totals of precipitation were in general markedly in excess of the 
normal, while sunshine aggregates were below the normal.

During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 15,873 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 11,070 Deaths, affording 
an annual rate of 15-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1928, 
viz., 2,948,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this ase wlohe is un- 
revised. The Annual Report for 1928 will supply the revised figures. 


28 Marriages, Births, and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 22-4 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales, to 17-5 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 21-2 per 1,000. 


In the same period the Deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 14-2 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 11-7 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 13:6 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the first quarter 
of 1928, was 3,737, equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, this rate being 0-1 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1927, 
and 0-6 below the average for the first quarter of the preceding ten years. Of the 
total number of marriages 3,566 (or 5-4 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 171 related to persons belonging 
to all other denominations, representing 2-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
other than Roman Catholics. The Marriage rate among Roman Catholics is 0-6 
below, and that relating to all other denominations is 1-0 below, the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years 1918-27. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (15,873) during the quarter ended 30th June last, 
8,070 were boys and 7,803 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 21-5 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-2 below the average for the 
second quarter of the preceding ten years, and the same as that for the second quarter 
of 1927. 


DEATHS. 


‘The Deaths registered during the quaiter numbered 11,070, of which 5,524 were 
of males and 5,546 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 15-0 per 1,000 
of the population, being 1-1 below the average for the second quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 1-0 below the rate for the second quarte1 of the year 1927.

AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 11,070 deaths registered during the quarter, 969, or 8-8 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 5,013, or 45-3 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
61 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 56, 69, and 82, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 


_INQUESTS. 


There were 206 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 54 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 11,070 deaths registered, 2,833, or 25-6 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 


The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 2,728, or 24:6 per cent., of 
the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th June last was 17,087. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 37, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Eireann, was 24:9 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the re- 
mainder of Saorstat Hireann was 20-2 per 1,000. 

‘The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 15-0 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was also 15-0 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases * recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000°of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-4 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL J‘OWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and ten of the principal 
urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 15-2 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to 
the highest : Dundalk, 12-3 ; Waterford, 12-9; Sligo, 13-3 ; Dublin Registration Area, 
14:9; Cork, 15:4; Drogheda, 15-4; Tralee, 16-3; Limerick, 17-1; Galway, 17-7; 
Kilkenny, 17-9; and Wexford, 21-9. 

The annual rate represented by tbe deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * 
in the 11 districts was 1-0 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
in Dundalk to 3-0 in Wexford, the 65 deaths from all causes for that district in- 
cluding 4 from whooping-cough, one from ‘diphtheria, and 4 from diarrhcea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years of age.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—TIhe annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonaiy tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-57 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-63 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1:76 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1-45. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


Brrtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Dtin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June, 1928, was 3,052—1,566 boys and 1,486 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 28-9 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,315, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 29-1 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 513, equal to an annual rate of 19-8 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 224 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,828, affording 
an annual rate of 26-8 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,572, and were equiva- 
lent to an annual rate of 14-9 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the 
corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 16-9.* The total number of 
deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th 
June, was 1,762—861 males and 901 females—affording an annual ratio of 16-7 
in every 1 000 of the population, as compared with 18-6 per 1,000 for the second quarter 
of the ten years, 1918-1927. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,219, equivalent 
to a rate of 15-3 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 353, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 13-6 in every 1,000.

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AcEs.—Of the 1,572 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 340 were under five years of age, including 227 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 80 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘he number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 31-3 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-8 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-1 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 9.4 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 6-6; for those between 45 and 65 it was 27-2 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 58-3, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 126-7 per 1,000. The deaths of 13 persons (3 males and 10 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic INstrrutions.—Of the 1,572 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 730, or 46-4 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 484 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 198 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 48 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 30th June, 1928, the births in London were 
equivalent to a rate of 16-4 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth rate 
was 23-8 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 18-3 per 1,000. ’ 

The deaths among civilians in Iondon during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-5 in every 1,000 of the civil population; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14-6 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 14-2 per 1,000. 


METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 30th June, 1928, deduced 
from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, 
Pheenix Park, Dublin, was 49:-4°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 49°8°; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 51-9° ; at Greenwich 53-5°; at Glasgow, 49-9°; and at 
Edinburgh, 47:5°. 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
5-5; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5-4; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 5-6 ; at Greenwich, 5-5 ; 
at Glasgow, 4:8; and at Edinburgh, 4-9. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-57 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium 5°57 inches; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 12-83 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 6-10 inches ; at Glasgow, 8-73 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 7-14 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— ) 


APRII,. 


The weather during April was, on thé whole, changeable and showery with 
considerable fair periods. Day temperatures were at first moderate and fairly high 
from the 8th to the 11th. Subsequently northerly to easterly winds caused the tem- 
perature to fall, and from the 14th to the 21st a spell of wintry weather, with showers 
of hail or sleet, and ground frost, was experienced generally. Heavy rain fell on the 
8th and 9th and.on the 13th and 14th. On the 22nd the wind had changed to south- 
west, the change being accompanied by rain and a rise in temperature. During the 
remainder of the month mainly fair weather, with moderate rain during the period 
24th to 27th, prevailed generally. Rainfall totals for the month were mostly below 
the normal, but in some southern districts there was a decided excess, partly ac- 
counted for by very heavy falls on the 14th (over 60 mm. at Cork, Ballinacurra, and 
Roche’s Point on the 14th). Sunshine aggregates were below the normal generally in 
the south and east, and about normal elsewhere. 
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May. 


; May was chiefly remarkable for its relative dryness and a considerable frequency 
ef northerly to easterly winds. Day temperatures in the neighbourhood of 70°F. 
occurred widely about the 6th and during the last few days of the month ; from the 
7th to the 22nd northerly winds maintained temperature about or somewhat below 
the normal, while around about the 9th some fairly low night temperatures and 
slight ground frosts were recorded in some districts. The dry spell which had con- 
tinued during the first half of the month was succeeded by a rainy period from about 
the 16th to the 20th and from the 24th to the 27th. Abundant sunshine was recorded 
on several days, notably on the Ist and around about the 6th and 29th. The mean 
temperature for the month was about or above the normal in all districts, the 
highest temperature of the month occurring generally on the 29th or 30th. Monthly 
totals of precipitation were mostly well below the normal, but in some central and 
southern areas did not differ much from the normal. Sunshine aggregates were in 
general above the normal. 


JUNE. 


Apart from a few days of fine, warm weather at the beginning of the month, the 
weather during June was very unsettled, cool, cloudy, and wet. Abundant sunshine 
was recorded widely on the 2nd and 3rd, while day temperatures on the 3rd and 4th 
approached or exceeded 70°F. After the 4th conditions deteriorated, rain falling on 
almost every day during the remainder of the month, with heavy falls on the 12th 
and 13th (48mm. at Roche’s Point on the 12th, 45mm. at Markree Castle on the 13th). 
After the 7th, day temperatures remained below the normal except during a short 
‘period about the 21st. The mean temperature for the month was below the normal 
in all districts. Precipitation was everywhere above the normal, more than twice 
the normal occurring over a wide belt stretching across the middle of the island and 
over a wide strip along the south-east coast. A slight excess of sunshine was recorded 
in some districts in the north-west but, in general, sunshine aggregates for the month 
were below the normal. Good sunshine records were obtained in several districts on 
the 2nd, 3rd, 10th, 11th, 15th, 16th, 20th, and 30th.

56 Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 
AGES AT DEATH. 

Of the 8,574 deaths registered during the quarter, 830, or 9-7 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age; and 3,616, or 42-2 per cent., were of persons 
aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equivalent to 
56 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 69, 82, and 61, for the three pre- 
ceding quarters. 

INQUESTS. 


There were 245 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter, this 
number being equal to one in every 35 of the total deaths registered. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 8,574 deaths registered, 2,312, or 27-0 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS. 
The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 1,922, or 22-4 per cent., of 
the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, there having been no 
medical attendant during the last illness. 


VACCINATION. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary Vaccinations 
during the quarter ended 30th September last was 16,312. 





URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 63, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Hireann, was 24-1 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the re- 
mainder of Saorstat Eireann was 18-6 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 11-8 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat Eireann the corresponding rate was 11-6 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases * recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Hireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL, TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table II, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and ten of the principal 
urban areas of Sarostat Hireann was 11-7 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to 
the highest: Dundalk, 9:1; Tralee, 9:1; Drogheda, 10-7; Galway, 11:0; Dublin 
Registration Area, 11-5; Kilkenny, 11-9; Cork, 12-1; Limerick, 12-2; Sligo, 12:9; 
Waterford, 14:0; and Wexford, 15-2. . 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases * 
in the 11 districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Drogheda to 1-3 in Wexford, the 45 deaths from all causes for that district including 
one from measles, one from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age.

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PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-13 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-04 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-15 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1-29. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BirtHs.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Duin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1928, was 2,984—1,546 boys and 1,438 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 28-3 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The births recorded for the City numbered 2,185, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27-4 in every 1,000 of the population; and for the urban districts named 
above, 526, equal to an annual rate of 20-3 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 273 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,711, affording 
an annual rate of 25-7 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Hireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,210, and were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 11-5 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the cor- 
responding period of the previous 10 years being 14-:2.* ‘The total number of deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th September, 
was 1,359—725 males and 634 females—affording an annual ratio of 12-9 in every 
1,000 of the population, as compared with 15-6 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the 
ten years, 1918-1927. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 951, equivalent 
to a rate of 11-9 per 1,000. For the urban districts the number was 259, being equal 
to an annual death rate of 10-0 in every 1,000. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal 
causes recorded for the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1928, as compared with the average for the third quarter of the five years, 
1923-27.*

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Acrs.—Of the 1,210 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 303 were under five years of age, including 229 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 84 per 1,000 births 
registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 27-9 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-0 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 2-6 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 7-8 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-5 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 20-6 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 40-4, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 86-3 per 1,000. The deaths of 14 persons (3 males and 11 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 

Pusiic INnstrrutTIons.—Of the 1,210 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, recorded during the quarter, 548, or 45-3 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions,’ viz., 371 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 139 in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 38 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 29th September, 1928, the births in London 
were equivalent to a rate of 15-7 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth 
rate was 21-4 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 17-0 per 1,000. 

The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 9-1 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 12-0 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 11-1 per 1,000. 





METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 29th September, 1928, 
deduced from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey 
Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 56:7°; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 55:6°; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 58-1°; at Greenwich, 62:7°; at Glasgow, 55-7°; and at 
Edinburgh, 55-9.° 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
5:7; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5:8; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 5-6; at Greenwich, 
7-6; at Glasgow, 3:9; and at Edinburgh, 5-0. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-26 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 6:37 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 10-28 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 5-63 inches ; at Glasgow, 7:82 inches; and at Edinburgh, 9-15 
inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


JULY: 


Mainly fair to cloudy and relatively dry weather prevailed over most of the 
country, the third week being notably dry and sunny in the south-east. ‘Temperature 
remained at a high level generally, from the llth to the 15th and about the 21st, 
the thermometer rising to 81°F. at Birr Castle, Mountmellick, and Kilkenny on the 
21st, and to 80°F. at Foynes and 83°F. at Killarney on the 22nd. The mean tempera- 
ture for the month did not differ much from the normal in most districts. Rainfall 
totals were markedly below the normal. About half or less than half the normal was 
recorded at several stations; Kilkenny had slightly more than one quarter of the 
normal and Waterford slightly more than one-third the normal. Except in western 
and north-western districts, the period 5th to the 23rd was almost rainless in many 
districts. The largest daily fall occurred in most districts on the 4th. Sunshine 
aggregates were in general below the normal in western and north-western districts, 
and above in the east and south-east. More than 10 hours sunshine was recorded at 
Seskin (Waterford) on 11 days, the amount recorded on the 16th, viz., 15-7 hours, 
being the largest recorded since observations commenced there in 1913. 
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Meteorology. ‘ 


AUGUST. 


August on the whole was cool and unsettled, with frequent rain or showers, but 
considerable fair periods. The first five days were generally sunny and rainless, the 
highest temperature of the month being recorded in all districts on the 4th or 5th, 
when the thermometer rose to over 70°F., 76°F. being recorded at Dublin (Phoenix 
Park) and Killarney on the 5th. Thereafter rain or showers occurred on most days, 
monthly total precipitation exceeding the normal except in the neighbourhood of 
Dublin, where a deficiency occurred ; more than one and a half times the normal 
occurred in the neighbourhood of Roche’s Point and Cahirciveen. Heavy falls were 
recorded in many places on the 6th, about the 19th and on the 26th, amongst the 
heaviest daily falls recorded being 44mm. at Cahirciveen on the 6th. ‘The mean 
temperature for the month was slightly below the normal in most districts. Sun- 
shine aggregates were above the normal, good records being obtained on several days, 
notably from the Ist to the 5th, on the 8th, 12th and 20th and during the last few 
days of the month. 


SEPTEMBER. 


‘Fair to cloudy weather on the first two days of the month was succeeded by 
unsettled weather on the 3rd, which prevailed up to the 8th. Heavy rain occurred 
widely on the 4th, 5th, and 7th ; 38 mm. were measured at Blacksod Point and 27 mm. 
at Cahirciveen on the 4th and over 40 mm. at Blacksod Point on the 7th. Conditions 
then improved and from the 11th to the 15th conditions were anticyclonic and the 
weather generally fair, although some rain occurred on the 14th. 

Over 10 hours’ sunshine were recorded at several stations on the 15th. Unsettled 
weather was renewed temporarily on the 18th, rain falling generally on the 16th and 
17th. There was a return to anticyclonic conditions on the 18th, and fine to cloudy 
weather continued to the end of the month, except for a brief interruption on the 
27th and 28th, when rain fell over a wide area and was heavy in the extreme south 
on the 28th (25 mm. at Roches Point). The mean temperature for the month was 
about or slightly below the normal. The highest temperatures were recorded during 
the first four days of the month and were in the neighbourhood of 70°F. in most 
districts. Rainfall totals were above the normal in the west and north-west, markedly 
below in the central and eastern districts and below in the south-eastern districts. 
Dublin had less than half the normal rainfall and Blacksod more than one and three- 
quarter times the normal. Sunshine aggregates everywhere exceeded the normal, 
the excess at Ballinacurra amounting on the average to 1 hour per day.

During the quarter ended 3lst December last, there were registered in Saorstat 
Hireann, comprising 641 Registrars’ Districts, 13,870 Births, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 18-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 9,598 Deaths, affording an 
annual rate of 13-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population in the middle of 1928, 
viz., 2,949,000 persons. It should be borne in mind that the information regarding 
Births and Deaths registered during the quarter contained in this Report is un- 
revised. ‘he Annual Report for 1928 will supply the revised figures. 


80 . Marnages, Births and Deaths. 


In Northern Ireland, for the quarter, the Births registered were equal to an 
annual rate of 19.1 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 15-7 per 
1,000, and in Scotland to 19-0 per 1,000. 


In the same period the deaths registered in Northern Ireland were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 14-4 per 1,000 of the population, in England and Wales to 11-7 
per 1,000, and in Scotland to 12-9 per 1,000. 


MARRIAGES. 


The Number of Marriages registered in Saorstat Eireann during the third 
quarter of 1928, was 3,556, equivalent to an annual rate of 4-8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, this rate being 0-1 above that for the corresponding quarter 
of 1927, and 0-2 below the average for the third quarter of the preceding ten years. 
Of the total number of marriages 3,249 (or 4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population) were those of Roman Catholics, and 307 related to persons 
belonging to all other denominations, representing 5-6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population other than Roman.Catholics.. The Marriage rate among’ Roman Catholics 
is 0-2 below, and that relating to all other denominations is 0-1 above, the average 
for the third quarter of the ten years 1918-27. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the Births registered (13,870) during the quarter ended 3lst December last, 
7,094 were boys and 6,776 girls, the total being equivalent to an annual rate of 18-8 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. This rate is 0-1 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the preceding ten years, and 0-2 below that for the fourth quarter 
of 1927. 


DEATHS. 


The Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 9,598, of which 4,812 were 
of males and 4,786 of females, and are equivalent to an annual rate of 13-0 per 1,000 
of the population, being 1-5 below the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
decennium, and 0:3 below the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1927 .

AGES AT DEATH.—Of the 9,598 deaths registered during the quarter, 958, or 10-0 
per cent., were those of infants under 1 year of age; and 4,385, or 45-7 per cent., were 
of persons aged 65 years and upwards. The number of deaths of infants was equiva- 
lent to 69 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 82, 61, and 56, for the three 
preceding quarters. 

InguEsts.—There were 245 Inquests reported to the Registrars during the 
quarter, this number being equal to one in every 39 of the total deaths registered. 

DEATHS IN PusLic INstrtuTIOoNS.—Of the 9,598 deaths registered, 2,270, or 
23:7 per cent., occurred in public institutions. 


82 Births and Deaths in Urban Districts. 


UNCERTIFIED DEATHS.—The Returns furnished by the Registrars show that 
2,264, or 23-6 per cent., of the deaths registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
there having*been no medical attendant during the last illness. 

VaccInATION.—As returned by the Registrars, the number of Successful Primary 
Vaccinations during the quarter ended 31st December last was 11,543. 


URBAN DISTRICTS. 


Table II, page 87, gives separate information for the Urban Districts. It will 
be observed from this Table that the birth-rate relating to the quarter under review 
for the entire urban districts, which contain 29 per cent. of the population of Saorstat 
Kireann, was 21-4 per 1,000 of the population, and that the birth-rate for the re- 
mainder of Saorstat Eireann was 17-7 per 1,000. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes for these urban 
areas, during the quarter, was 14-2 per 1,000 of the population, and for the remainder 
of Saorstat FKireann the corresponding rate was 12-5 per 1,000. 

The urban mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* recorded during 
the quarter was equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000 of the population of the 
urban districts, the death rate from these diseases for the remainder of Saorstat 
Eireann being 0-3 per 1,000 of the population. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


As shown in Table IJ, the annual rate represented by the deaths from all causes 
during last quarter recorded for the Dublin Registration Area and ten of the principal 
urban areas of Saorstat Eireann was 14-6 per 1,000 of the population, the respective 
rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to 
the highest : Sligo, 10-8 ; Dundalk, 12-3; Wexford, 13-1; Galway, 13-2; Limerick, 
13-4; Drogheda, 13-5; Cork, 14.6; Dublin Registration Area, 14:7; Kilkenny, 
15-9; Tralee, 17-1, and Waterford, 18-9. 

The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* 
in the 1] districts was 0-9 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
Sligo and Kilkenny, to 3-4 in Tralee, the 45 deaths from all causes for that district 
including 9 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. 

PULMONARY ‘TUBERCULOSIS.—TIhe annual rate represented by the deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-18 per 1,000 of the 
population; for the Dublin Registration Area, it was 1-19 per 1,000 (the rate for 
Dublin City being 1-28 per 1,000), and for the remaining ten town districts collec- 
tively it was 1-17. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


BrrtHS.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin . 
and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Duin Laoghaire, the total number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December, 1928, was 2,674—1,404 boys and 1,270 girls—being equal to an annual 
rate of 25-3 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The births recorded for the City numbered 2,024, equivalent to an annual 
tate of 25-4 in every 1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named 
above, 419, equal to an annual rate of 16-2 in every 1,000 of the population. Hence 
during the quarter, the births in the Dublin Registration Area (exclusive of 231 in 
institutions relating to residents of outside localities) amounted to 2,443, affording an 
annual rate of 23-1 per 1,000. , 

DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths referred to localities outside the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area, and including the deaths of residents of the Area registered elsewhere 
in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for the Area numbered 1,547, and were equivalent 
to an annual rate of 14-7 per 1,000 of the population, the average rate for the cor- 
responding period of the previous 10 years being 17-8. The total number of deaths 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter ended 31st December, 
was 1,704—818 males and 886 females—affording an annual ratio of 16-1 in every 
1,000 of the population, as compared with 19-2 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years, 1918-1927. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants of the City of Dublin was 1,191, equivalent 
to a rate of 14-9 per 1,000, For the urban districts the number was 356, being equal 

to an annual death rate of 13-8 in every 1,000.

The annual rate represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic 
diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 0-7 per 1,000, in the City it was 0:8 
and in the Urban Districts, 0-4. 


AGES.—Of the 1,547 deaths of persons belonging to the Dublin Registration 
Area registered during the quarter, 370 were under five years of age, including 267 
infants under one year of age, the latter representing a rate of 109 per 1,000 births 
registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of age is equal to an 
annual mortality of 34-1 in every 1,000 children of that age, the deaths of persons 
between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 2-0 per 1,000 persons at 
that age period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 3:2 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 9-3 per 1,000 of the population at that age period ; for those between 
25 and 45 the rate was 5-5 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 26-4 ; among persons 
between 65 and 75 the rate was 59-2, and among those aged 75 and upwards the 
annual death-rate was 142-2 per 1,000. The deaths of 11 persons (one male and 10 
females) aged 90 years and upwards were registered. 


Pusiic InstitutTions.—Of the 1,547 deaths of residents of the Dublin Regis- 
tration area, recorded during the quarter, 654, or 42-3 per cent., occurred in public 
institutions, viz., 431 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums in the 
Area, 184. in the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 39 in institutions situated in other 
localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the thirteen weeks ended 29th December, 1928, the births in London 
were equivalent to a rate of 15-1 per 1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth - 
rate was 21-3 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 16-6 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-5 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 13-8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13-4 per 1,000.

84 Meteorology. 
METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the thirteen weeks ended 29th December, 1928, 
deduced from the mean weekly temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey 
Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 45-3° ; at Peamount Sanatorium it was 47-6°* ; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point) it was 49-1°; at Greenwich, 46-5°; at Glasgow, 44-2°; and at 
Edinburgh, 44-1.° . . 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded at Dublin was 
2-5: at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-4*; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-3; at Greenwich, 
2-1; at Glasgow, 1-4; and at Edinburgh, 2-5. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 8-62 inches; at 
Peamount Sanatorium, 9-69 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s Point), it was 17-80 inches ; 
at Greenwich, it was 7:44 inches ; at Glasgow, 14:10 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 7-80 
inches. 

The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the 
Meteorological Office, London :— 


OCTOBER. 

October was, on the whole, mild and wet; rain or showers falling on most days 
after the 3rd. Except in Dublin, where precipitation was about normal, rainfall 
totals were decidedly in excess of the normal and in places (e.g. at Waterford and 
Blacksod) approached or exceeded twice the normal. Heavy rain fell on the 10th, and 
in most districts the fall was the heaviest measured during the month. Apart from 
rather cold nights at the beginning of the month and about the 13th and 22nd, 
temperature remained moderate or above the normal, the highest readings being 
recorded mostly during the first eight days, during which the temperature reached 
or exceeded 65°F. Sunshine aggregates exceeded the normal in the east and south- 
east, but elsewhere were generally deficient. Sunny periods occurred, however, 
in all districts, notably at the beginning and during the last week of the month, 
on the 13th and from the 20th to the 22nd. Strong winds occurred frequently during 
the second half of the month, and in exposed districts reached gale force on the 19th, 
20th, 26th and 30th. 


NOVEMBER. 

November was mild and wet, with frequent strong winds and gales during the 
second half of the month. Monthly totals of rainfall were everywhere decidedly in 
excess of the normal, approaching or exceeding one and a half times the normal in 
several districts. ‘There were frequent heavy falls, notably in the Dublin area on the 
2nd, in many places from the 14th to 16th, and widely on the 22nd and 23rd. ‘Tem- 
peratures during the day were generally moderate or above the normal and at night 
rarely fell below freezing point. Slight ground frost occurred at times during the 
first ten days, and about the 17th and 28th. Although sunshine aggregates were 
everywhere deficient, there were many sunny days, notably at the beginning of 
the month, in some districts (8-2 hr. sunshine at Cahirciveen and 7-8 hr. at Mallaranny 
on the Ist) between the 5th and 9th, on the 13th, 17th, and about the 27th. Stormy 
weather was experienced widely on the 16th, and from the 23rd to 25th, the wind 
on occasions exceeding 80 miles per hour in gusts (e.g. 86 miles per hour at Weaver 
Point on the 16th, and 84 miles per hour at Dunfanaghy on the 25th). 


DECEMBER. 

During the first few days of the month the weather was generally quiet and 
mild with little precipitation except on the 5th, and sunny periods notably from the 
Sth to the 9th. On the 6th there was a fall in temperature and during the next few 
days the weather was rather cold with frequent rain, and, in some places, sleet. Severe 
ground frost occurred locally ; at Birr a grass minimum reading of 15°F. was recorded 
on the 9th. Heavy rain occurred on the 9th. Heavy rain on the 15th was followed 
by a marked rise in temperature, and until nearly the end of the month temperature 
continued mainly moderate, although exhibiting considerable variations from day 
to day. There was frequent precipitation during this period, but no remarkably 
heavy falls. The last two days of the month were cold with falls of snow, sleet, rain 
or hail. In Dublin more than 1 inch of snow lay on the ground on the morning of the 
30th. Monthly mean temperatures were slightly below the normal. Monthly 
totals of precipitation exceeded the normal here and there,-but in general were about 
or below the normal. Sunshine amounts for the month were deficient.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS RELATING TO THE DUBLIN REGISTRATION 
AREA, TEN OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS, AND OTHER URBAN 
DISTRICTS, IN SAORSTAT EIREANN, DURING THE VEAR 1928. 


[The particulars given in the following text and in Tables | and 2 are for the calendar 
year, and are completely corrected for Deaths in Institutions throughout Saorstdt Eireann. 
Tables 3, 5 and 6 refer to the 52 weeks ended 29th December, 1928, and are derived 
directly from the Weekly Returns.} 


Table 1, page 104, gives information relating to births and deaths for each county 
borough and urban district in Saorstat Eireann during the year 1928. ‘his table 
also includes a summary of the 11 principal town districts. It will be observed that 
the rate represented by the number of births recorded tor the entire urban districts 
during the year was 23-4 per 1,000 of the population, and for the rural districts 18-7 
per 1,000, the birth rate for Saorstat Eireann being 20-1 per 1,000. 


In the urban districts the death-rate from all causes was 14:8 per 1,000. In 
the remaining districts the death-rate was 13-9, the death-rate for all Saorstat 
Kireann being 14-2 per 1,000. | 


For the principal epidemic diseases* in 1928, the rate in the urban districts was 
1-0 per 1,000, and in the rural districts 0-3 per 1,000, the rate for Saorstat Eireann | 
as a whole being 0-5 per 1,000. 


The infant mortality rate for the urban districts, based on the births and deaths 
of infants under one year of age, recorded for the year 1928, as returned by the Regis- 
trars, was 94 per 1,000 births, the rate for tne rural districts being 53 per 1,000. 
In the whole of Saorstat Eireann the rate was equivalent to 67 per 1,000 births 
registered. 


ELEVEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS. 


MORTALITY FROM ALL CAusES.—As snown in Table I. the rate represented by 
the deatns from all causes registered during the year for the Dublin Registration 
Area and ten of the principal urban areas of Saorstat Eireann (exclusive of deaths — 
in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts, and inclusive 
of deaths of residents of the districts registered elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann), was 
15-0 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being 
as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :—Sligo, 13-3; Dundalk, 
13-4; Tralee, 14:2; Drogheda, 14:8; Galway, 14:9; Cork, 15-0; Kilkenny, 15-3 ; 
Waterford, 15-6; Limerick, 16-1; Dublin Registration Area, 15:0; and Wexford, 
16-6. 


PRINCIPAL EPIDEMIC DiSEASES.—The annual rate represented by the deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 11 districts was 1-1 per 1,000 of tne 
population, the rates varying from 0-3 in Drogheda, to 1-7 in Tralee, the 150 deaths 
from all causes for the latter district including 3 from whooping cough, and 15 from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. The 1,179 deaths from all causes for 
Cork include 2 from enteric fever, 4 trom scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 22 
from diphtheria, and 28 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


PULMONARY ‘T'UBERCULOSIS.—The rate represented by the deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis for the 11 towns in the aggregate was 1-34 per 1,000 of the 
population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it was 1-35 per 1,000; and for the 
towns collectively (not including Dublin Registration Area), it was 1-34. The rate 
for Dublin City was 1-46 per 1,000.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


BIRTHS.—The number of births registered in the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1928 was 11,574—5,973 boys and 5,601 girls—or 27-4 per 1,000 
of the estimated population of the Registration Area, which consists of the City of 
Dublin and the Urban Districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, 
and Dtin Laoghaire. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 27-2 per 
1,000 of the mean population of those years. 


Of the 11,574 births, 8,712 belonged to the city, affording a rate of 27-3 per 
1,000 of the population, and 1,934 to the urban districts named above, equivalent 
to 18:7 per 1,000, and there were 928 births of infants whose mothers were admitted 
to institutions from localities outside the Registration Area. Corrected by the ex- 
clusion of the latter, the birth-rate for the entire Area in 1928 was 25-2 per 1,000 
of the population. 


Of the 11,574 births, 2,864 were registered during the first quarter, 3,052 in the 
second, 2,984 in the third, and 2,674 in the fourth. 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths of residents of the Dublin Registration Area 
during the year 1928 was 6,320, equivalent to 15-0 per 1,000 of the population of 
the Area. ‘The average death rate for the 10 years, 1918-27 was 17-6* per 1,000. Thus 
the rate for the last year is 2-6 per 1,000 below the average. The rate for the City 
of Dublin was 15-5 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 13-4 per 1,000. 


The total number of deaths registered in the area during the year, namely, 7,016 
(3,455 males and 3,561 females), is equal to 16-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The average rate for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 years was 
19-2 per 1,000. Of the 7,016 deaths in the entire area, 2,191 were registered during 
the first quarter of the year, 1,762 in the second, 1,359 in the third, and 1,704 in 
the fourth, the weekly average being 135. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The records of last year show that the total number of deaths from the principal 
epidemic diseases} appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area was 502, affording a 
rate of 1-19 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with an average of 555 deaths 
and a rate of 1-34* per 1,000 for the ten years, 1918-27. (See Table 2.) 


Deaths from enteric fever numbered 7, or 4 under the average for the preceding 
10 years ; deaths from typhus, nil, the average being one ; deaths from measles, 184, 
or 99 above the average; deaths from scarlet fever, 17, or 3 below the average ; 
deaths from whooping cough, 27, or 82 below the average ; deaths from diphtheria, 50, 
or 5 above the average ; deaths from dysentery, 2, the average being 4; deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age amounted to 215, being 65 
below the average; deaths from influenza, 70, or 261 below the average; deaths 
from tuberculosis numbered 723 (pulmonary, 568, other forms, 155), equivalent to a rate 
of 1-72 per 1,000 of the population, and were 201 (or 21-8 per cent.) below the 
average for the preceding 10 years ; cancer caused 524 deaths, or 71 above the average, 
the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1-24; deaths from puewmonia numbered 
524, being 199 below the average, and affording an annual rate of 1-24 per 1,000 
of the population ; other respiratory diseases caused 621 deaths, or 256 below the 
average, the rate per 1,000 of the population being 1:47. 


Deaths caused by violence numbered 142, being 35 below the average for the 10 
years preceding.

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AGES AT DEATH. 


Of the 6,320 deaths belonging to the Dublin Registration Area during the year, 
1,615, or 25-6 per cent., were those of children under 5 years of age, and 1,778, or 
28-1 per cent., were those of persons 65 years and upwards, including the deaths 
of 764 persons aged 75 years and upwards, of whom 50 (11 males and 39 females) 
were stated to be nonagenarians. 


The rate represented by deaths of children aged one and under 5 years during 
the year 1928 was 16-9 per 1,000 of the population at that age-period as compared 
with an average of 20-1 for the 10 preceding years; the rate per 1,000 for deaths 
of children aged 5 and under 15 years was 2-5, and the average for the preceding 
10 years, 3:8; for deaths of persons between 15 and 25 years, the rate per 1,000 
was 3:6, the average rate for the preceding ten years being 5-2; among persons 
aged 25 and under 45 years the death rate was 6-2 per 1,000 of the population at 
these ages, as against an average of 8-1 per 1,000 for the preceding ten years; the 
rate for deaths of persons between 45 and 65 years was 26-0, as compared with an 
average of 27:4; deaths of persons aged 65 years and upwards were represented by a 
rate of 74:6 per 1,000, the corresponding average rate for the ten Epeceding years 
being 80-9 per 1 000. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


For the Dublin Registration Area, the infant mortality rate (deaths of infants 
under one year of age per 1,000 births) in the year 1928 was 98. In 1927 it was 
115, as compared with 114 in 1926, 111 in 1925, and 113 in 1924, and an average of 124 
for the ten years 1918-1927. (See Table 2.) 


In 1928 the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 103 per 1,000 ; 
for Rathmines and Rathgar Urban District, 68 ; for Pembroke, 70; for Blackrock, 
5; and for Din Laoghaire, 98. 


DEATHS IN PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


Of the 6,320 deaths, 2,783, or 44-0 per cent., occurred in public institutions, 
viz., 1,897 in the various hospitals, prisons, and mental hospitals in the Area, 722 in 
the Dublin Union Workhouse, and 164 in institutions situated in other localities. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


During the year 1928 the births in London were equivalent to a rate of 15.9 per 
1,000 of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 22-3 per 1,000, and in Edin- 
burgh, 17-3 per 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent 
to an annual rate of mortality of 11-6 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in 
Glasgow the death-rate was 14-8 per 1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh 
the annual rate was 13-7 per 1,000.
